FRENCH LANGUAGE TEXT OF DRAFT RES CONCERNING SOUTH AFRICA 
HAS BEEN GIVEN TO SECRETARIAT FOR TRANSLATION. ITS FOURTH 
PARA (ALL USDEL HAS SEEN) CALLS FOR IMMEDIATE XPULSION OF 
SOUTH AFRICA FROM UN. FRENCH MISOFF BELIEVED RES MIGHT BE 
TABLED WEEK OF OCT. 21 BUT NOT VOTED ON DURING CURRENT

KHMER IN 29TH GA - 

ASIANS ASKED SECRETARIAT TO CIRCULATE FRIENDLY KHMER RES 
AS GA DOCUMENT (IT WILL BE A/L.737) OCT. 21. EHSASSI (IRAN) 

WAS NOT HAPPY WITH CHANGE IN DRAFT TO DILUTE SYG'S ROLE BY 
COUPLING IT WITH REQUEST TO "EMBER STATES," BUT 
SEEMED IMPRESSED BY EXPLANATION FOR CHANGE. LATER, HE SAID 
THAT IRANIAN REP HOVEYDA WAS STILL "NOT QUITE HAPPY" 

WITH IT BUT DECIDED TO SUPPORT FRIENDLY DRAFT. 

LIBERIAN REP BARNES TOLD AMB SCALI THAT HE PERSONALLY 
DOES NOT SYMPATHIZE WITH SIHANOUK AND FEARS PRECEDENT 
WHICH WOULD BE CREATED BY HAVING UN DETERMINE REPRESENTATIVITY 
OF DELEGATIONS. THOUGH HIS FONMIN REJECTED HIS APPEAL TO 
REVERSE POSITION, HE SAID RECENTLY MONROVIA'S INSTRUCTIONS 
WERE TO SUPPORT "NON ALIGNED" ON KHMER BUT TAKE NO INITIATIVES. 

REPORTEDLY, IN FURTHER APPROACHES, HUNGARIAN FONMI ISTRY 
COMPLETELY NEGATIVE; BRASILIA WOULD SUPPORT RES BUT COULD 
NOT COSPONSOR; IRELAND LESOTHO ALSO WOULD SUPPORT 
DRAFT AND PRIORITY BUT NOT COSPONSOR; GREEK REP 
REITERATED SUPPORT WOULD DEPEND ON CYPRUS ISSUE; OMANI 
CHARGE WILL NOT VOTE FOR GRUNK RES AND HAS RECOMMENDED 
SUPPORTING AND COSPONSORING FRIENDLY RES; QATAR REQUESTED 
INSTRUCTIONS TO SUPPORT. BANDIO (CAR) SEEMED ESPECIALLY 
CONCERNED THAT CAR MIGHT END UP ON LOSING SIDE IF IT 
CHANGED PRESENT PRO-SIHANOUK POSITION. HE EXPRESSED INTEREST

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IN ASIAN COMPROMISE RES. CHADIAN REP CONFIRMED GOC COMMITMENT 
TO SIHANOUK AND PRO-GRUNK RES. DAHOMEAN REP SAID DAHOMEY'S

KOREA IN 29TH GA - 
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DAHOMEAN REP TOLD MISOFF HE HAS BEEN INSTRUCTED TO COSPONSOR 
HOSTILE KOREAN REA BUT IS RELUCTANT TO DO SO. HE SAID NORTH 
KOREANS AND NON-ALIGNED LEADERSHIP PUTTING TREMENDOUS PRESSURE 
ON UNCOMMITTED THIRD WORLD COUNTRIES TO FORCE POSITIVE 
VOTE ON HOSTILE KOREAN RES. HE FELT TOGOLESE BREAK 
WITH SEOUL WAS DIRECT RESULT OF PRESSURE BY CHINESE.

SOVIET ENVIRONMENT RESOLUTION - 

USUN AND ACDA OFFICERS DISCUSSED SOVIET ENMOD RES WITH 
DELOFFS OF FRG, UK, FRANCE, CANADA, NETHERLANDS, JAPAN, 

ITALY AND AUSTRIA, WHO ALL HAD RESERVATIONS ON RES SIMILAR 
TO THOE OF US AND ALL EXPRESSED INTEREST IN WORKING WITH USUN OR 
SUPPORTING CHANGES IN LANGUAGE OF DRAFT. CANADIANS SAID 
OTTAWA COULD SUPPORT RES WHICH DID NOT PREJUDGE ANY 
OF ISSUES TO BE DISCUSSED IN CCD. FRG DELOFF THOUGHT SOVIET 
PROPOSAL "DIFFICULT TO DEBUNK- AND FAVORED CONCERTED 
WESTERN APPROACH ON LANGUAGE CHANGES. AUSTRIANS REPORTED 
SOVIETS SEEKING COSPONSORSHIP FROM FIVE COUNTRIES IN

CHARTER OF ECONOMIC RIGHTS AND DUTIES - 

CANADA AND AUSTRALIA PRESENTED NEW DRAFT TEXT OF CERDS 
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PARA 2 AT OCT 17 GROUP B MEETING, SAYING IT INDICATED 
OUTER LIMITS OF CANADIAN AND AUSTRALIAN POSITIONS IN FACE 
OF NEGOTIATIONS DEADLOCK ON PARA 2, AND THEY PLAN PRESENT IT 
AT APPROPRIATE TIME. MIYAKE (JAPAN) SAID GROUP B 
SHOULD NOT ALLOW ITSELF TO BE PRESSURED TOWARD COMPROMISE BY

SUB-GROUP, CHAIRMAN MULIRO (KENYA) PROPOSED SECOND ALTERNATE 
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TEXT WHICH GROUP B CONSIDERS UNACCEPTABLE WITHOUT IMPORTANT 
MODIFICATIONS PARTICULARLY ON COMPENSATION FOR NATIONALIZATION 
OR EXPROPRIATION. CAULFIELD (SECRETARIAT) REPORTED MULIRO 
TEXT ALSO UNSATISFACTORY TO G-77. 

AT OCT. 18 MEETINGS OF INVESTMENT SUBGROUP, IRANIANS PRESENTED 
TEXT ON PERMANENT SOVEREIGNTY, WHICH GROUP B REJECTED. 

LATER, USDEL PROPOSED OTHER AMENDMENTS. GROUP B FIRMLY 
OPPOSED LINKING LANGUAGE OF COERCION TO TEXT ON NATIONALIZATION 
AND MADE IT CLEAR IT WOULD NOT ACCEPT ANY LANGUAGE ON COERCION 
UNLESS IT APPLIED TO ALL STATES. CHAIRMAN MULIRO PROPOSED 
TEXT, AND INDIANS RESPONDED WITH ALGERNATIVE. IN RESPONSE

IN APRIL, SECONDARY EDUCATION IN JUNE; TERMINATION OF
